1 . My name is David W. Rouilie and I am an attorney registered to practice before the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office, Registration No. 40, 150. 



On or about May 30, 2000 I was contacted by Raymond S. Wach, at that time a 
Director of RSW Software, a wholly owned subsidiary of Teradyne Inc. (now a 
wholly owned subsidiary of Empirix Inc.). Mr. Wach requested that I prepare a 
provisional patent application 
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3. The inventor of the subject matter was identified to me as Raymond S. Wach. 

4. On June 5, 2000 I filed in the United States Patent Office a provisional patent 
application entitled "Method of Performing Distributed Load Testing". The 
provisional application named Raymond S. Wach as the sole inventor. A copy of the 
provisional application filing receipt is enclosed herewith (Application No. 
60/209,235) as Exhibit A. 

5. On September 27, 2000 Mr. Wach signed an Assignment, a copy of which is attached 
hereto as Exhibit B. Mr. Wach was an employee of RS W Software Inc. at that time, 
but is no longer an employee of either RSW Software Inc. or it's parent company 
Empirix Inc.
